Several years ago I conceived the idea that a lot of peonle would 
raise iris from seeds if they only knew where to get seeds that were 
worth while. I arvertised the idea and was flooded with requests for 
my folder. Every year since I have made many crosses using only the 
best parents available. I have sold seed in nearly every state, and 
Canada. JI have shinned seed to Australia ani South Africa. Reports 
from customers are very encouraging. Some have reported unusual 
breaks especially in the pinks, Why not? Nature has no secrets. 

You are just as likely to get a break as anybody else. You will also 
get a lot of just mediwm grade, That's Mendelism. 


If you like to experiment and gamble a little, why not try your 
luck this year by purchasing a vackage of seed. 


Hemerocallis, or day lillies, are coming to the front in gardens 
by leaps and bounds, 


This wonderful flower blooms when the garden is usually devoid 
of bloom, in July and August. They may be had now in many colors, 
forms and heights. They may be had in red (many shades), orange, 
yellow, pink, rose, two tone, eyed varieties and so on, If you 
have not tried raising them from seed, you have a surprise and a 
treat waiting for you. They are very easy to raise, usually 
blooming the second year after planting seed, if given good care. 
Why not try raising some from seed?

PLAN TING SEEDS 


Iris seed should be given the cold treatment if you live in the 
South or West. Place seeds in cold compartment of refrigerator in 
a closed jar for three weeks or more, then plant one incn deep in 
good soil, Keep soil moist if possible (but not too wet) until seeds 
germinate. 


In the North, plant seeds just before freezing weather sets in. 
Seeds will usually germinate in late Avril. Sometimes the seed will 
lie dormant and not germinate until the second spring. Just have 
patience. 


Set out the small seedlings (six inches) in rows so you can 
cultivate them, eight inches apart, 


Hemerocallis seed should be planted soon after gathering. I 
plant mine in early September and they come up in ten days. ‘he 
small plants may be given a mulch for protection. Set out in rows in 
spring ten inches apart. If you wait wntil spring to plant the seed, 
germination will not be as good, 


SEEDLINGS 


Iris I have many very good seedlings, especially in the pinks, 
light blues, dark blues, yellow, and blends. ‘These are not Dykes Medal 
winners, but are as good or better than many that are on the market. 
They make splendid breeders. On some I can furnish parentage, on 
others I cannot. All of them will make splendid iris for your garden, 
I sell only my very best seedlings.
